After yesterday’s food riots in th< 
heart of Berlin rev ealed the im m in­ 
ent menace of hunger to the country 
city nflb'ials announced the sab* of 
Amerb un and Argent in« froz*n meat 
at less than current prices. 
Ev en with money, purchases of po­ 
tatoes, meat, butter, lard and eggs 
were made w ith greatest difficulty. 
The gov ernm ent’s attem pt to es

Berlin.

He was a democrat. Time was when he was hated 
by the conserv ativ e elements of British society more bitterly than 
the leaders of the labor p arty in p arliament are hated today . 
Once he was the incarnation of the sp irit of p acifism and, lacing 
the jeers and the threats of an angry mob, whose p assion threat­ 
ened his life, he denounced the Boer war in a hall in Birmingham 
the stronghold of Josep h Chamberlain the ap ostle of British im­ 
p erialism. 
__ 
At heart Lloy d George is still a democrat, and when he sees 
the arising of dictators in so many of the Europ ean states at)d|| 
witnesses the tragedies that are staining the modern history of 
Europ e with the blood of men, sacrifices to the false god of na­ 
tionalism, he knows tiie bitterness of one whose dreams hav e 
been shattered by the hap p enings of his time. 
An op p ortunist he is said to be. And is that so great a fault? 
Is it not true that an op p ortunist is a man who reflects into him­ 
self the fickleness of those he leads? 
The statesman who leap s 
from p oint to p oint, from issue to issue, from remedy to remedy , 
is q uick to sense the trend of p op ular op inion and to follow where 
it leads. 
Such resp onsiv eness to p ublic op inion is needed in a 
leader who went on as he went on when other leaders fell from 
their high p laces. 
Once a democrat and during war y ears v irtually a dictator; 
once a p acifist and, later, the greatest of the leaders of a nation in 
a world conilict, he must hav e changed and changed v astly . 
But' 
the fact is that Lloy d George lias not changed greatly . He is now 
what he was in earlier y ears, a democrat and a p acifist- a demo- 
ciat who became an autocrat in an effort to sav e the Anglo-Sax on 
ideal of democracy from going down beneath the trend of Ger­ 
man militarism—a p acifist who in an emergency fought strenu­ 
ously , v aliantly and v ictoriously tor the p urp ose of p eace. 
“—and some blood.” 
On his heart Lloy d George feels tlit 
burden of failure in Europ e. 
Perhap s, he blames himself for his 
failure to march toward the highest when the p eop le back home 
were calling lor v engeance up on a v anq uished foe. 
Perhap s, he 
feels that Versailles saw him fail in the moment of his success. 
But, howev er that may be, Lloy d George has been manly in admit­ 
ting his mistakes in that conlerence and hi* is calling men back 
to sanity after y ears ui insane reactions. 
If there is y et left in him the ardor of y outh, if his p assion 
for right has not been dimmed by the y ears, if his p rop hetic v oice 
lias not lost its ap p eal and his heart has not been made insensi­ 
tiv e to a world’s suffering by his associations with men of war, 
ne may y et lead his p eop le to a loftier goal. And the fact that he 
sees the “blood” that lias flowed as a result of the futility of Ver­ 
sailles suggests that the p assion, the sy mp athy ami the genius oi 
p rop hecy are still his. But, and alas! when the p rop het has failed 
10 carry his p rop hetic v ision into the conference hall, his p ower 
of ap p eal to the high p rincip les, which he once forgot, is bereft 
of its former strength, 
lie may not lead again, but if he is true 
to the p romp tings ui that Welsh nature whose emotional sy mp athy 
relates him to those who suiter and are op p ressed, he may Ik* an 
abiding challenge to the leadership that is, and will be.

Europe with the blood of men, sacrifices to the false god ot na- san ha oil wit 
tionalism, he knows the bitterness of one whose dreams have 
been shattered by the happenings of his time. 
An opportunist he is said to be. And is that so great a I aul I : 
Is it not true that an opportunist is a man who reflects into him­ 
self the fickleness of those he leads? 
The statesman who leaps 
from point to point, from issue to issue, from remedy to remedy, 
is quick to sense the trend of popular opinion and to follow where 
it leads. 
Such responsiveness to public opinion is needed in a 
leader who went on as he went on when other leaders fell from 
their high places. 
Once a democrat and during war years virtually a dictator; 
once a pacifist and, later, the greatest of the leaders of a nation in 
a world conflict, he must have changed and changed vastly. 
But 
the fact is that Lloyd George has not changed greatly. He is now 
what he was in earlier years, a democrat and a pacifist—a demo­ 
crat who became an autocrat in an effort to save the Anglo-Saxon 
ideal of democracy from going down beneath the trend of Ger­ 
man militarism—a pacifist who in an emergency fought strenu­ 
ously, valiantly and victoriously tor the purpose of peace. 
“—and some blood.” 
On his heart Lloyd George feels the 
burden of failure in Europe. 
Perhaps, he blames himself for his 
failure to march toward the highest when the people back home 
were calling for vengeance upon a vanquished foe. 
Perhaps, he 
feels that Versailles saw him fail in the moment of his success. 
But, however that may be, Lloyd George* has been manly in admit­ 
ting his mistakes in that conference and he is calling men back 
to sanity after years of insane reactions. 
lf there is yet left in him the ardor of youth, if his passion 
for right has not been dimmed by the years, if his prophetic voice 
iias not lost its appeal and his heart has not been made insensi­ 
tive to a world’s suffering by his associations with men of war, 
lie may yet lead his people to a loftier goal. And the fact that lie 
sees the “blood” that has flowed as a result of tile futility of Ver­ 
sailles suggests that the passion, the sympathy and the genius of 
prophecy are still his. But, and alas! when the prophet has failed 
to carry his prophetic vision into the conference hall, his power 
of appeal to the high principles, which he once forgot, is bereft 
of its former strength. 
He may not lead again, but if he is true 
to the promptings oJ that Welsh nature whose emotional sympathy 
relates him lo those who Sutter and are oppressed, he may be an 
abiding challenge to Hie leadership that is, and will be.
